The immediate Confequence of Want of 
Food is, That the poor, miferable, ftarv’d

tremities, feed upon all Kinds of corrupt,. 
naufeous, and unwholefome Things———— 
And this more or lefs, as the Extremities 
they are driven to, are greater or lefs, 
even to the Eating Carcaffes of Beafts 
dead by unwholefome Difeafes, Horfes, 
Leather, Dogs, and Cats-—All Kind of 
Carrion, Weeds, Roots, and at laft to eat- 
ing one another. The natural Confequen- 
ces of this Kind of Food have always been 
Difeafes, reigning’Fluxes, Surfeits, Gripes, 
Calentures, and at laff FEVERS, which, 
encreafing with the Caule, hte peftilen- 
tial and contagious; and thus eame 
Plagues and Infe€tion—which immediate- 
ly {pread themfelves into other Parts, by

But to give fome Examples of what Iam 
faying, That Famine is generally the Ori- 
ginal of thefe Plagues; We may begin at 
Germany, whgn the greagiWars in the 
Time of Gufievus Adolpkusthad fo wafted 
Germany, that Famine rag’din every Part, 
and miferable Women were redue’d to the 
Extremity of Eating their own Children,

Examples The PLAGUE was the 
immediate Confequence, and in its Turn, 
folowing the Armies, made dreadful Ha- 
vock in Bobemia, Saxony, Silefia, and, Au- 
firia. Tocomenearer; In /reland, London- 
Derry is another Inftance ; the Famine im- 
mediately threw the People there intu Dit 
eafes; and in Scotland the Want there, 
which I have mention’d already, and the 
unwholefume Food, the poor People were 
oblig’d to eat, threw chem into Fluxes and 
Fevers, that carry’d away'a great many 
Thoufands the Year after the Years of 
Famine And indeed thefe particular 
Times may be call’d Times of PLAGUE— 
But if we had Eyes to look into our own 
Circumftances, I could tell you, that the 
Plague, abjtra@ly fo cald, has vifited our 
Fellow-Subjedts even of this Ifland, tho’ nos 
in this Iftands and this is in thofe of us, that 
have gone abroad into our Weft-Indies or 
American Colories, particularly at famsica, 
immediately after the Earthquake, where 


many Thoufands dy’d of the PLAGUE, 


and more particularly among the Shipsagd 
‘the Tioops that we fent thither, where 
whole Regiments have been (wept away, 
very few excepted, and the Ships fo ftript 
of their Men, thatit has been found diff- 
cult to get Men to bring them howe 3 Bar- 
budees- and Antegoa have had a Share in the

But in the North we have now a terrible 
Example of what J am faying —— Ic is 


hard to fay dire@ly where this PLAGUE = a | 
began—but the firft Place we heard of it, 


I mean fix’d as a Cap'tal Contagion, was 


at Warfaw, immediately after the Mufco- } 


viteTroops had ravaz.’d the Provinces round 


it —-And a8 this was alarge City, it was 


alnoft depopulated by it, 17000 People 
dying in that ore City in five Months;

the Shoars of the Bultick ; from whence by 
Cowmerce ic is not improbable, iefhal} be 
convey’d to other P.rts of Europe. 

I cannot refrain, before I yo on with 
my Remarks on rhis fad Subj-€, to note 
here, what Caule we have, and how much 
it is the Concern of this Part of Europe to 
prevent the breaking out of a War among 
the Northern Piinces at this Time. It is 
eviden", the Armics on every fide are not 
clear of the Plague; the Swedes, Poles, and 
Pruffians efpecially 3 and if chele infeéted 
Acmms come to traverfe the refpe@ive 
Countries on either fide, let any One con- 
fider, how it is pofible to prevent the 
fpreading of the Contagion——— We are 
told already, it is fpread from Dantfick to 
feveral Cities on that Coaft ; and if Armies 
come to make Eruptions, they can never 
efcape carrying the Infeétion along with 
them. 

It is not altogether without Caufe that 
we have us’d the utmoft Precaution in this 
Ifland as before, and I wifh, che Pedple 
would think of fome other Means of avert- 
ing fuch a terrible Judgment, I mean, 
4-la-mode the Ninevites— I kaow that is 
a Subje& I muft touch nicely, nor does it 
belong to me to preach of fuch Things, 
they faye But what think you of an emi- 
nent Phyfician among us, who hasa Name— 
and who, if he does not think fit to alter

~ taken of it, in order to honour Divine 
Joitice by the Obfervation. 

Iam vot prophefying Plagues to Eng- 
and, we bave National Plagues fufficient 
upon us; fuch as a terrible War, an excef- 
five Dearnefs of Provifions———an impove- 
rifh’d Nation, anda divided Spirit 
I am however in Hopes, and indeed am 
perfwaded, GOD will not at this time 


_ vifit this Nation with the deftroying 


Angelame—_But to put us in mind of the 
Danger, and to provoke our Sympathy 
with our affli@ed Neighbours, I am per- 
fwaded, fome fhall be touch’d with it, and 
I believe, have been already, even within 
mv own Knowledge, tho’ without Id- 
fedtion. 

But if in Muman Prudence ye would 
keep the Plague out of the South, you muft 
keep the War out of the North—If not, 
it is next to impoffible it can be prevent- 
ed 3 for Nations to go to War with the 
Plague upon them, it is fomething like 
the two Murtherers that were hang’d at 
Temple-Bar, who fell out and quarrell’d to 
that Height, about who or who was the 
Caufe of their End, that they kick’d at 
one another when they were ty’d up to 
the Gibbet, and juft going to be turn’d off 
jnto Eternity To have two Armies 
engage with the Plague raging amon 
them, is a moft prepofterous Scene to loo 
at——. Let fuch have Patience, Death will

foon reduce them both ; and the Terror of 
the Almighcy’s Quarrel at them both,. 
might, one would think, put an Bnd to 
age private Quarrels, and: reconcile them 
all! ; ; oe 

But fuch is the furious Nature ‘of the — 
Man-Brutes we {peak of, that as if, Plague, cs 
which. can depopulate great Cities, and Reem 
ruin Nations—were not fwift enovgh in a 
DeftruQion, they will kick at one another 
with the -Rope about their Necks—-and 
mingle Blood with the pale Terrors of a 
devouring Peftilence! 

This indeed is a ftrong and terrible Ar- 
gument to the Northern Powers not to 
break with one another at thistime, which 
if they can prevail with one another 
to coptider, the Judgment may pechaps 
ftop where it now ftands ; but if they will 
preceed to Blood and Devaftation ; if they 
will mingle Armies, and range over the 
Countries infe&ed and uninfeéted, it will 
be impoffible, {peaking of fecond Caufes, 
to prevent the fpreading of the Plague, end 
opening a dreadful Door to it for an Erup- 
tion all over Europe. 

~ Thefe are the Articles, which I call Pro- 
babilities of the Plague {preading over the 
reft of the Nations—— It is ia vain, we 
put Commerce to a ftand, and keep the 
Ships coming from the Baltick toa ftand— 
All your Quarrentines, upon Ships opening 
and airing the Goods, will be of little Sig- 
nification ; If you can make the War per- 
form a Quarrentine, indeed fomething may 
be faid But if the Nations infe&ted 
fight, they muft intermix ¢ it is impoffible 
to prevent it; Even the Contagion ma 


fide will intermix, and the Contagion mu 
of Courfe be handed on———and you ma 
then put a Stop to almoft all the Trade of 
Europe, to keep it out from you. 

And what if I fhould attempt to put 
you in mind now of the Diftrefs of your 
miferable Neighbours in Dantfick—and afk 
you but two Queftions ? Has their Mifery 
made you at all thoughtful of your ownDan- 
ger? — Has their Cafe been recommend- 
ed by you to him that can relieve them ?— 
They are Queftions too ferious for me to 
puth them farther ; yu may anfwer chem 
to your felves if you can. res 
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aad ri are to certifie the Pub- 


lick, That I fobm Younger of 
Cogs-Hall in Efex, having, been blind of a 
Cataraé& for 32 Years, and about 34 Years 
of Age: One Roger Grant, who profeffes 
him(elf, and fets up for a great Oculift, 
boldly attempted to couch my Bye in 
Auguft, 1708 ; but having kept his Needle 
working in my Eye for Half an Hour at 
leak, put me to very great Pain, without 
any the leaft Succefs.
